It was hard for the firemen to fight 
a s it bu rned between the p lastering 
and weather-board ing in sev eral in­ 
stances for a time before d iscov ered . 
The blaze came throu gh and bu rned 
on the ou tsid e of the hou se only in 
one p lace. 
The fire is believ ed to be the work 
of 
an 
incend iary 
as 
ev ery thing 
p oints to that end . 
The members of 
the family hav e not been in the hou se 
since Su nd ay as Smith is emp loy ed 
in Ind ianap olis and 
his 
wife 
and 
child ren 
accomp anied ' 
him 
back 
there. 
The blaze fou nd in so many 
d ifferent p laces all at one time only 
makes the*Jt>elief stronger that was 
of incend iary origin. 
The fire seemed to 
be 
esp ecially 
attached to the bed s as ev ery bed in 
the hou se 
was bu rning when 
the 
firemen arriv ed . 
There 
were 
two 
bed s u p stairs and one bed and one 
d iv an 
d ownstairs. 
They 
were 
all 
blazing with no fire betAv een them 
and no Av ay p ossible that the blaze 
cou ld hav e been transferred from 
one to the other. 
The only other 
p lace that there Av as mu ch of a blaze 
asid e from the bed s was a mantle in 
the kitchen near a wind ow. 
It 
Av a s 
comp letely bu rned u p. 
Then there 
was no fire d ownstairs ex cep t in the 
bed and d iv an. 
It seemed absolu tely 
imp ossible for the blaze to get to the 
bed s u p stairs as the stairway wa's 
not bu rned . 
The only p ossible means 
for the blaze to hav e been trans­ 
ferred from the lower to the u p p er 
floor was for someone to carry it. 
Ed Smith who liv es nex t d oor say s 
tha t he was 
mv akened abou t 
fou r 
»o’clock bv a barking d og and arose 
to find the trou ble. 
He remembers 
"hearing someone ru nning u p the street 
a t the time bu t thou ght nothing of 
the ep isod e. 
It Av as not many min­ 
u tes later before he was arou sed by 
.James Lev i Av ho said that a hou se 
w as on fire. Lev i Av as awakened by 
Cru ise, who had seen the blaze from 
the I. & C. barns where he Av orks. 
The neighbors of 
Smith can see no 
reason why his hou se wou ld be set on 
fire. 
Sev eral articles of fu rnitu re in the 
hou se Av ere sav ed and all of the w ea r­ 
ing ap p arel in the closets were u n­ 
d amaged . Mu ch of the fu rnitu re and 
the ca rpets were consid erably d am­ 
aged by the 
Av ater. 
The 
firemen 
Av orked o Arer two hou rs in ex tinqu ish 
ing the blaze comp letely . They seem­ 
ed to ha v e it all ou t when a blaze 
wou ld sp u rt in 
another p lace. 
In 
many cases the fire ra g ed between 
the weatherboard ing and the p laster­ 
ing and the firemen 
Av ere u nable to 
locate the origin. 
The ex treme cold weather was a 
menace to the firemen and after the 
blaze was well u nd er control they 
were p rov id ed with food and a warm 
meal in Ed Smith’s home for all of 
Av hieh they Av ere d u ly thankfu l. Af 
ter the firemen retu rned to the cen 
tral station James 
Whitehead 
fed 
them all with hot coffee and 
sand 
wiches in 
his restau rant.

SAY LAW MUST BE ENFORCED 


Alv an Moor, cou nty treasu rer has 
receiv ed a letter from the 
State 
board of tax commissioners ou tlining 
his d u ties as to the collection of d e­ 
linqu ent tax es. 
The letter say s in p art: 
“Up on inv estigation we find that 
there is a large amou nt of d elinqu ent 
tax that can and shou ld be collected . 
The law p rov id es that after y ou hav e 
mad e d iligent effort to collect the 
same, and hav e failed , y ou shall cer­ 
tify su ch facts to the p rosecu ting a t­ 
torney who shall bring su ch action 
as is necessary and can attach p rop ­ 
erty and garnishee wages. 
“We mu st insist that y ou ex hau st 
ev ery p rov ision of the law for the 
collection of the d elinqu ent tax in 
y ou r cou nty . 
“If tax es hav e to be collected by 
the p rosecu ting attorney , each p er­ 
son, in ad d ition to p ay ing the amou nt 
now d u e from them, will hav e to pay 
all cou rt costs and the p rosecu tor’s 
fee of ten d ollars.”
